Washington, April 6—(Special.)—Before 
the house committee on foreign relations 
this morning Captain Sigsbee went fully 
into the details of the destruction of his 
ship in Havana harbor, and his narrative 
impressed the members of that committee 
more strongly than anything else has, that 
in making up the case of the United States 
against Spain the destruction of the Maine 
should be given most prominent place. 

The point which Captain Sigsbee brought 
out in his talk with the members of the 
committee served to drive from their minds 
the last remaining vestige of doubt as to 
the direct responsibility of Spanish offic:als 
for the explosion which destroyed the ship 
and.sent so many gallant American officers 
and sailors to thefr death. The captain te- 
peated What he had explained to the sen- 
ate committee about the placing of the 
Maine at the buoy which was seldom used 
for anchorage; showed that the pcsition 
had been taken under the instruction of 
one of the Spanish pilots; and established 
responsibility by stating that he had seen 
the pilot make his report to the command- 
ant of the harbor, the Spanish official in 
highest authority in such matters. 

Captain Sigsbee showed that the position 
which the Maine occupied on that fatal 
night was the one position that she would 
have taken had her commanding officer 
been suspicious of treachery. From that 
position, and that position alone, could her 
broadside be turned upon tne fortresses 
which frowned down wupor her on either 
side. 

Captain Sigsbee explained the position of 
these fortresses whose great guns were 
pointed toward the spot where the Amer- 
ican battleship lay. He pointed out that 
for the Maine to be in position to train her 
big guns upon the Spanish batteries on 


either her bow lights or her stern lights 
were pointed directly toward the house of 
the commandant of the port. 

The testimony of his officers who had 
been in charge of the deck from time to 
time was that never before this night had 
the Maine, at night time, oceupled just 
this position.

“The fate of Spain, peace or war,” he 
began, “belongs in its last analysis to the 
congress of the United States. 


Batteving this, I have no apology for 
the resolution I have offered. I have 
the highest respect for the president 
and his office, but I have never been one 
“to bend the knee that thrift might 
follow fawning.” The time has now 
arrived when some expression ought to 
be made of the United States in the 
whole matter. “With a diplomatic rep- 
resentative at Madrid,”’ dechared Mr. 
Turner, “complicating the business of 
this country and defeating even his own 
frantic efforts for peace at any price; 
with a private secretary—the alter ego 
of the president—circulating appeals 
throughout the country for petitions 
and memorials to contro! an unruly and 
unpatriotic congress; with the manner 
in which the fate of our battleship was 
treated by this country; with these 
frantic appeals for delay, it is not gur- 
prising that the American people are 
outraged and have given notice that 
they propose to take the whole matter 
into their own hands.”’

Looking for the Message. 

The message will come in tomorrow. For 
a time today it looked very much as if 
there would be further postponement until 
next week. This was based on the request 
made by General Lee that it should not 
go to congress until all the Americans on 
the island are brought away. 

He pointed out that many of these were 
in the interior, and in the coast towns 
away from Havana, and that it would 
probably take until Saturday to get them 
all aboard the boats that are at his 
disposal. He said that he himself could 
not get away before Saturday, and he 
would ibe the last one to leave. But the 
state department has been in communica- 
tion with General Lee during the after- 
moon, and tonight it is given out that the 
government insists that there is no good 
reason why he should not get all the 
Americans out of Cuba by tomerrow noon.

How Congress Will Act. 

The action of congress will necessarily 
depend to some extent upon the wording 
of the president's message.

No Escape from War. 

As for the end that is of most interest 
to the people of this country, the outlook 
now ts that there can be no escape from 
war. It is difficult to see how congress can 
be brought to take any other position than 
one in favor of independence or interven- 
It is the almost unanimous 
sentiment of Washington tonight that war 
is inevitable, though it is fair to say for 
the peace people that tliey are still doing 
a great deal of talking, and some even go 
so far as to believe that war will still be 
averted. However, the conclusion of every 
unbiased mind is that war is certain to 
come unless Spain backs down completely, 
and that does not seem probable.

MR. BRYAN REACHES DETROIT. 


Nebraskan Was Guest of Honor at the 
Silver Club Dinner. 

Detroit, April 5.—A thousand advucates 
of bimetallism listened to their distinguish- 
ed national leader in the auditorium tonight 
and enjoyed a love feast of partisanship 
and of patriotism. As many more watched 
the scene from the galleries. 

The occasion was the second annual ban- 
quet of the Mohawk Club, and the pres- 
ence of William Jennings Bryan, coupled 
with the intensity of pwblic patriotism in 
the present war crisis, made tlte event of 


untustal] interest. 

Mr. Bryan’s address was preceded by 
those of a half-dozen Michigan free silver 
orators, all of whom referred to the war 
but Mr. Bryan himself made no 
detailed allusion to the threatened conflict, 
although his address was extremely patriot- 
ic in tone.

JUDGE ATKINSON SPEAKS IN MARIETTA 


In His Dalton Speech Colonel Candler 
Had a Good Word To Say for 
Chairman Trammell, of the 
State Railroad Com- 
mission. 


As chairman of the democratic state ex- 
committee Hon. Fleming G. du- 
Bignon has sent to the chairmen of al 
the county executive committees of the 
state a circular letter getting forth the 
changes in the party rules made at the re- 
cent meeting of the state committee in 
this city and a full report of the proceed- 
that body. While the provisions 
made for the holding of two primaries 
are simple in themselves they are suffi- 
clentiy novel in some respects to confuse 
those who do not thoroughly understind 
them, and at the same time it is necessary 
to get the exact dates of both the pri- 
maries and the conventions before all the 
democratic voters. In the matter of vot- 
ing for justices of the supreme court there 
i, too, so much conflicting opinion that 
Mr. duBignon’s circular is of unusual po- 
litical interest. 

He explains simply that the gtate com- 
mittee thas decided that all candidates, 
both for state offices and for the supreme 
court, are to be voted for: directly by the 
people. Their names are to be printed 
upon the baNot and there can be no 
mistake as to who the voter casts his bal- 
jot for if he simply strikes off the names 
of all those whom. he wants to vote 
against. For the three vacancies on the

‘supreme bench the rule is just as rigid, 


the places being described on the official 
ballot as “‘chief justice’ and ‘‘long term” 
and “short term.” Thus every judicial as- 


_pirant will be compelled to pick out the 


particular office he wants, and, owing to 
the fact that all the present incumbents 
are candidates for re-election, he will have 
to name the man whom he proposes to 
run against. Before Chairman duBignon 
issued his circular there was a good deal 


of doubt as to this. 


To the County Chairmen. 


The following Js the full text of Mr. du- 
county 


chairmen: 

“Dear Sir—The democratic state execu- 
tive committee has called two conventions, 
one to meet June 29, 1898, to nominate can- 
didates for governor, secretary of state, 
comptroller general, commissioner of agri- 
culture, state school commissionér, attor- 
ney general, prison commissioner and state 
treasurer; the other to meet June 20, 1898, 
to nominate candidates for a chief justice 
of the supreme court, an associate justice 
for full term of six years and another aé- 
socilate justice for the unexpired term of 
Justice Atkinson, viz, two years.

Justice to Mr. Trammel. 

In his comment upon the work of the 
railroad commission, Colonel Candler, at 
Dalton on Monday, referred‘only to the 
two commissioners, and took oceasion to 
Say that, in his judgment, the chairman 
of the commission earned and deserved all 
the salary he received. He gaid that it 
was the duty of the chairman to be in his 
office all the time, and he paid a special 
compliment to Hon. L. N. Trammel, the 
present chairman, whom he said set a 
€0o0d exemple to all the other state officials 
by his constant attention to official duty. 
Colonel Capdler said the chairman ought 
to receive a yearly salary of $2,500, but 
that the two commissioners ought only to 
be paid a per diem for the work actuaily 
performed by them. 

All the gubernatorial] candidates were as 
busy as could be yesterday. €olonel Can- 
dier spoke at Spring Place, in Murray 
county; Judge Atkinson at Marietta, in 
Cobb county, and Senator Berner at Perry, 
in Houston county. AIl had large audiences 
and all made good speeches, so the tele- 
graphic reports say. Colonel Candler is 
being industriously petitioned to continue 
his stumping tour in north Georgia, but 
he is anxious to get where the fight is 
For the past month or more 
Messrs. Berner and Atkinson have been 
Shelling the woods in the central and south- 
ern portions of the state and the colone} 
wants to get down there to give the peuple 
a chance to see and hear him. He will 
épeak at Fayetteville on Saturday, at Zeb- 
ulon on Monday, and then appear almost 
daily upon the stump until the campaign 
closes and the votes are counted. 

McWhorter on Joint Debates. 

The resolution against joint debates be- 
tween the candidates in the party intro- 
duced at the recent meeting of the demo- 
cratic state executive committee by Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter has been the subject 
of so much comment, pro and con, by the 
State papers and so many reasons have been 
introduced for and against it that The Ogle- 
thorpe Echo interviewed the judge on the 
subject. He says: 

“Joint debates in the past have tended 
to drop into mere_personalism and has 
spawned much divifion and bitterness in 
the party. No particular candidate for 
party honors in the past can be properly 
chargeable with this condition, for it seems 
that personal bitterness and strife is the 
natural political fruit of joint debates with- 
in the party, and as a member of its exec- 
utive committee and thus charged with its 
welfare and the preservation of its best 
interests, I deemed it wise for the party to 
avoid in the future if possible another har- 
vest of discord and division. 

“Influence acts by percolation and not 
by capillary attractions, and [I presume 
this is equally true of political influence; 
eo that if personalism—which creates bitter- 
ness and provokes crimination and recrim- 
ination—should be indulged in by the 
chiefs of the candidates for purty honors, 
this acrimonious and bitter feeiing will per- 
colate and spread to,the remotest parts 
of the state, and every.community and pos- 
sibly family, will be rent asunder or af- 
fiicted to some degree with the pervading 
division, strife and bitterness. If this is 
true it ought in the interest of party har- 
mony and success to be avoided if possi-

“Waile I-have some friends whose judg- 
ment I very much appreciate who differ 
with me on this subject, and while I have 
read with pleasure their views, yet I am 
constrained to say that I have not yet been 
convinced that joint debates are not a 
menace to the welfare and harmony of 
the party. I did not confer With 
either of the candidates before the resolu- 
tion was introduced, nor have I conferred 
with either on the subject since. I did 
not know, when the resolution was intro- 
duced, the desire or preference of either 
o the candidates on the subject. I have 
seen it charged that this resolution was in 
the interest of Colonel Candler. This is 
not. true. I never advised with Colonel 
Candler or his friends in reference to the 
resolution. In fact, I have not been in 
any caucus, conference or correspondence 
witn Colonel Candler or his friends on that 
or any other subject.’’ 


ATKINSON IN. MARIETTA. 


He Refers to Candler and Berner and 
The Atlanta Constitution. 


Marietta, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Spencer R. Atkinson spoke to a _ large 
crowd jin the courthouse today. It was 
sale day and the democratic executive com- 
mittee was called to meet today, and as 
the weather was such that the farmers 
could not work at home, there were lots 
of people in town. 

Judge Atkinson was introduced about a 
quarter. to 12 o’clock by R. N. Hollsnd, 
who referred to the judge’s former citizen- 
Ship in the county of Cobb. 

Mr. Atkinson said that it was with great 
and genuine pleasure that he recalled his 
former residence in this county, and that 
he was glad to see familiar faces. He was 
applauded when he referred in eloquent 
terms to his former tutor, the late Judge 
George N. Lester. He said that he had 
always ‘been active in the support of any 
Cobb county man, and would expect the 
county now to stand by him. 

“Take the published declaration of my 
two opponents, and you will not find a ray 
of sunshine nor suggestion vf hope in 
either of them.”’ 

The judge then said he would mention 
some of the circumstances: leading up to 
his candidacy. He said that some candi- 
dates become such by evolution and some, 
like Berner, simply dropped out of. the 
sky a full-fledged candidate. That he just 
came out one morning before anybody 
Knew anything about it, and his “platform 
was a hot number,”’ but has since cooled 
down some and would be cold on June 6th. 

“Colonel Candler is an old rat in the 
barn, and must gradually work himself up. 
The people were enjoying a season of rest 
when on September 12th, 1897, The Atlanta 
Constitution, that ferocious paper that you 
read to find what the facts are not, pub- 
lished an article from Colonel Candler on 
democratic duty, etc. ’’ It seemed that the 
judge assailed The Constitution more than 
either of his opponents, and referred to 
one or two other articles that followed the 
and insisted that 
there was no need for rippling the demo- 
cratic waters at that time. He referred to 
the fact that Messrs. duBignon, Jenkins 
and others were mentioned as candidates 
in one of the articles, and that on January 
25th, 1898, Colonel Candler announced his 
candidacy in reply to his many friends 
who were urging him.

So I am a candidate 
n peculiar circumstances, as Berner got 
my thunder and Candler my platform. 

“Colonel Candler claims to be responsible 
for my holding office as railroad commis- 
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sioner, and in his speech at Dalton 
terday said ‘I am a mistake as railroad 
commissioner.’ On his own reasoning, he 
is responsible for it. 

I never advise with my enemies when 
I want to get suggestions as to what is 
best to do, and some time since, while in 
Marietta, went to the office of an old 
friend of mine and asked him what about 
this railroad commissioner, business. He 
said, ‘As a friend, I advise you not to 
resign.’ ’’ 

This was the only reference made to Mr. 
Candler’s speech. e judge said a good 
deal about Candler’s views on the banking 
question, but never did give his own ideas 
on that subject, and the people of Cobb do 
noe now know what his remedies on this 

are.

NO BODIES YET RECOVERED 


List of Dead May Reach Thirty, but 
Only a Count Will Show. 


| WATER IS YET FIFTEEN FEET DEEP 


No Efforts Will Be Made To Reclaim 
the Dead Until the Waters Have 
Subsided. 


Shawneetown, IIl., April 5.—Twenty-three 
known dead, a possibility that the l'st may 
reach thirty—1,000 people in actual need 
of the necessaries of life, 700 people home- 
less and damage to the amount of $200,000 
is the net result of the flood which swept 
through Shawneetown late Sunday after- 


noon.

There is no danger of further damage 
to the town unless more storms should set 
in, and even then & 1s difficult to see how 
matters can be made worse than they 
are now. The entire tewn is buried under 
ten to fifteen feet of water, with the ex- 
ception of the houses on the embankment, 
immediately fronting the Ohio river. Al} 
of these have water in the cellar and most 


Water Is Falling. 

The water began to¢ail today, and by 2 
o'clock this afternoon had receded eight 
feet from the highest mark of the day. 
The high north wind was driving the 
waves before it, and if no more rain comes 
it is probable that the town will be dry 
within ten days or two weeks, 


yet and there is no probability’ that any 
will be found until after the waters have 
entirely subsiced. , 

The levee broke on the north side of the 
town, sweeping what is known ag the first, 
second and third.wards clean of all build- 
ings.» All of the geople who were drowned 
met their fdte in the first and northern 
part of the second wards, which were near- 
est to the break, the first bordering di- 
rectly on the dyke which gave way. 

There is a large and semi-circular dyke 
to the-south of the town, inclosing it on 
that side as the broken dyke inclosed it 
on the north. Down the edge of this dyke 
and in the town proper is a tangled mass 
of trees, shrubs and brushwood. Into the 
curve formed by the southern dyke the bod- 
les were carried by the flood and all of 
them are supposed to be scattered along 
the southern dyke, which is nearly a mile 
in extent from, the western end of the 
curve to the eastern end. 

No attempt will be made to find the bodies 
unless they should come to the eurface 
until the waters have entirely subsided., 

The entire country to the north and 
southwest of Shawneetown is covered 
with water and locomotion in.all directions 
is difficult and almost impossible. 

In the township immediately north of 
Shawneetown there was not sufficient dry 
ground today for a single polling place 
and there was therefore no election and the 
old officers will hold over for another term. 

Many instances of heroism were perform- 
ed by the townspeople fin rescuing their 
fellowmen. The break was widened today 
to a gap of about 150 yards. 

It is believed by those who. witnessed its 
first giving way that the disaster was caus- 
ed by quicksand, upon which its founda- 
tions rested. 

Charles Carroll, chairman of the relief 
committee, said today that the things most 
needed were blankets, meat, bread, meal 
and bacon, 

There was food er ugh tn the town today 
and known to be on the road to feed the 
hungry until Wednesday by noon, but after 
that time it is expected that the suffering 
will be relieved. Contributions will be nec- 
essary for two weeks, until the people ,are 
able to enter their stores and resume busi- 
ness.

Savanhah, Ga., April &—(Special.)—Ths 
Savannah Cotton Exchange at a full meet- 
ing today, after some discussion, adopted 
the following resolution sustaining the 
president's Stand upen the question of the | 
relations between the United States and 
Spain: 

“Resolved, That the Savannah Cotton Ex- 
change appeal to the president and the 
members of congress to exhaust every ef- 
fort to settle amicably any differences that 
have arisen or may arise between Spain 
and the United States. We commend the 
conservative action of the president and 
call upon the members of congress from 
Georgia to sustain him in averting war, if 
possible.”’ 

Mr. J. P. Williams, a prominent naval 
stores factor, opposed the passage of the 
resolution with vigor. He made an impas- 
sioned and earnest speech in opposition to 
its adoption. He believed the chief execu- 
tive is doing all he can consistent with 
honor to avert war. He did not think the 
resolution was introduced at an opportune 
time, The present condition of affairs has 
existed for some time, he declared. Insult 
upon insult had been heaped upon the 
American flag and we had borne it to avert 
the horrible results of war. It would be 
more opportune just now to vote confidence 
in congress than to pass the resolution that 
had been introduced. The resolution indi- 
cated a clear want of confidence in con- 
gress. The resolution, couched in the lan- 
guage it was, he-said, would not change 
a vote in congress. It would, however, aid 
the enemy. Mr. Williams said that if the 
president, in the transmission of his mes- 
sage, had been more emphatic, the condi- 
tion of affairs would be changed greatly 
today. Instead of being On the verge of 
war, we would have been on the high road 
to peace. 

“Do what you please,” he said, with em- 
phasis. “Pass what resolutions you please, 
but the American people have taken a 
stand in this matter and they are going to 
sustain it.”’ 

The vote at the conclusion of the argu- 
ment was 31 to 12 in favor of the passage 
of the resolutions. 

The board of trade at a meeting this af- 
ternoon adopted similar resolutions unani- 
mously.

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What Will the Message Be? 
It is officially given out that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will send his long-promised mes: 
sage on Cuban matters to congress to- 
day. We take leave to hope thar it 
will settle the whole matter and give 
the people to understand wheiher the 
republican administration proposes to 
represent the republic or the demands 


= «of the bond-holding element. 


Though we do not admire Mr. MecKin- 
ley’s political principles; we trust that 
his message will meet public expectation. 
hope that it will be so 
broad in its American spirit, so patriotic 
in its suggestions and so wise in its con- 
clusions, that no representative of the 
people will find it necessary to oppose 
his recommendations. In short, we hope 
that the president will rise to the oc- 
easion, and take a position justified by 
the situation and by the unalterable pur- 
pose of the American people. 

We need not remind the republicans 
that the dubious course of their admin- 
istration and their party leaders has 


contributed to the suffering in Cuba by 
prolonging the miseries that have been | 
so eloquently depicted by CONgressMe Ny, 
who have witnessed them. We need | 
not mention that the delay which has | 
ensued since’ the destruction of the 
Maine has been hurtful to the real bus- 
iness affairs of the country. The big 
operators who take advantage of any 
crisis to dip into Wall street speculation 
have been able to take large profits out 
of the fears of the swarm of smal! specu- 
lators, but the real business ‘interests of 
the country are suffering. 

In the south, to go no further, the 
smal! merchants are afraid to sell to the 
farmers because they do net know how 
an armed conflict will affect the price of 
cotton. he farmers themselves, being 
in equal ignorance, do not know what 
outlay tomake. ‘This, of course, affects 
all our business interests to a greater or 
lesg degree. Kut no complaint is made 
on that score. Afi that is asked or ex- 
pected is that the president shall, in his 
promised message, represent the people 
and not a party, and stand for American 


interests in the broadest sense, instead 
of for the interests of the bond syndi- 
cates. If he does that, the delay by 
means of which Spanish interests have 
been enabled to more firmly intrench 
themselves in the neighborhod of Cuba 
will not be taken into account. 

All that the people ask or expect is 
that the president demand from congress 
a declaration of the independence of Cu- 
ba. That is the sum and substance of 
the whole business. That is all the 
Cubans ask. They have already gained 
control of a large part of the island and 
are firmly established there. In that 
quarter they maintain law and order 
and guarantee adequate protection to 
those who engage in business there. 
They have courts of justice. and manu- 
facturing enterprises are in course of 
equipment. All they ask is that this 
republic shall declare the independence 
of the government which they have al- 
ready established. 

Should the: message go further and 
demand that the Spaniards evacuate the 
island, the people would indorse it. On 
the other hand, should the president, by 
proposing that the Cubans shall pur- 
chase their freedom from Spain, disclose 
the fact that he has been dickering with 
the bond syndicates, the public mind 
will receive a shock, and opposition will 
cross his path. The Cubans have al- 
ready paid as high a price for their lib- 
erties as Man can conceive of. They 
have freely given their lives and their 
treasure; they have been made the vic- 
tims of the bloodiest and most brutal 
policy that the civilized world has ever 
seen; they have risked all and suffered 
all. To propose, therefore, that the Cu- 
bans shall pay a money price for that 
which cannot be measured in money, 
would arouse the indignation of the peo- 
ple. 

We trust, on the other hand, that the

Such a message need not mean war, but 
if it does, the people are fully prepared 
to face that alternative. 
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A Word to Councilmen. 

We have no doubt that the fun-loving 
population of Atlanta will find sufficient 
amusement in the scramble that has be- 
gun over the $60,000 which has been 
laid aside in the hope and expectation 
of securing a municipal building at once 
commodious and worthy of the city. The 
scramble is surprising as well as amus- 
ing, and when astonishment subsides, 
the attempt to seize the fund and di- 
vert it will be found to have its serious 
aspect. 

This being so, we venture to hope that 
the majority of our council and the al- 
dermanic board will firmly resist and 
defeat every effort that has been or may 
be made to disperse this fund. The $60,- 
000 ‘has been set aside for the deliberate 
and avowed intention of providing the 
municipal government with better quart- 
ers—with quarters in keeping with the 
present and future prospects of Atlanta. 
This action is really an implied contract 
with the taxpayers of the city that the 
fund shall be used for that purpose and 
for no other. 

Therefore the fund should be held and 
kept intact until it can be applied to 
the ends for which it was set aside. The 
decision of the supreme court does not 
mean that the fund should be dispersed 
and frittered away on objects that pos- 
sess merely a neighborhood importance. 
What the decision does mean is that the 
fund necessary to build a new munici- 
pal building shall be in hand, or shall 
be gathered in advance. It need not 
be pointed out that such a sum cannot 
be collected in one year, and the court 
says the city cannot go in debt except by 
means of a bond issue. 

To propose a bond issue at this time 
would be futile, and therefore unwise. 
There is only one method of accumu- 
lating the amount necessary, and that 
is to make the $60,000 now in hand the 
nucleus of a fund to be added to each 
year until the amount is swelled to the 
extent necessary. ee 

It is not surprising, of course, to find 
members of council clamoring for a part 
of the plum which they imagine the 
supreme court has dropped into their 
laps. But there are occasions when our 
municipal legislators can well afford to 
remember that they represent the inter- 
ests of the whole ecity and not the ex- 
clusive and special interests of a ward 
or a neighborhood. The councilmen 
are chosen by the voters of the city, and 
not by the voters of a ward. 

We do not object to neighborhood 
legislation. It is essential and neces- 
Sary. But there are occasions when 
councilmen should remember that they 
present in a special manner the com- 
bined interests of the whole city. The 
necessity for a comfortable and commo- 
dious municipal] building constitutes one 
of the issues in which all the people 
are interested, and the policy that would 
seize and disperse the sum that has been 
accumulated as a part of the building 
fund, is essentially unwise and narrow. 


The fund could be disposed of in an’ 


hour’s session of council, could be ex- 
pended in a month, and the city would 
not be one whit better off. Nobody 
could point definitely to any result that 
benefited the city. There would still 
be a clamor for more. | 

The fund of $100,000 raised by the 
county for the purpese of building a 
new courthouse should be—nay, will, no 
doubt, be—set aside to carry out the 
purpose for which it wag raised, It is 
the ‘result of a special tax assessed for 
the purpose of building a new court- 
house, and it is very doubtfil if the 
commissioners can use it for any other 
purpose; so doubtful, indeed, that they 
are not likely to embroil themselves in 
embarrassing discussion or litigation by 
attempting to divert it. 

There is one idea we desire to impress 
on the minds of our municipal legilators. 
Atlanta is here, and some think, in great 
shape, ag the phrase goes; but Atlanta 
is not a city of the present. It ig a city 
of the future. It was this conception 
that restored the city from Sherman’s 
ashheap; it is this conception that has 
made the city more influential than its 
size would warrant; it is this conception 
that has made the name of the city a 
Synonym for the energy, enterprise and 
activity of the whole south. 

lor these reasons and! for others that 
might be mentioned, we beg our munici- 
pal legislators to bear constantly in 
mind the interests of the city as an en- 
tirety, and to postpone the scrambles 
for neighborhood “plums” and slices of 
“plums” for occasions when these 
scrambles will not leave a bad taste in 
the mouth. 

That $60,000 should be preserved in- 
tact. Not adollar of it should be 
touched for any other purpose thah the 
ae of a permanent home for the 
city. 
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As to Chairman Trammell. 

In the report of Colonel Candler’s Dal- 
ton speech published yesterday, inad- 
vertent omission was made to that part 
of Colonel Candler’s remarks referring 
to the splendid services of Colonel L. N. 
Trammell as chairman of the railroad 
commission—the report being a running 
summary of the address, which was con- 
fined on account of space to the most 
important general points under discus- 
sion between the several candidates for 
governor. 

As will be seen by reference published 
elsewhere, Colonel Candler in comment- 
ing upon Judge Atkinson’s service as 
railroad commissioner while a candidate 
for governor, referred to Colone] Tram- 
mell’s excellent record, stating that he 
“deserved all the salary he received:”’ 
for, as chairman of the commission, he 
was steadily in his office and gave his 
whole time to the duties of his position.

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“The Common People.” 

An amusing feature of the present 
gubernatorial campaign is the avidity 
with which the opponents of Colonel 
Candler grab at straws by which they 
think they can hurt his cause. 

For instance, when Colonel Candler, 
in the exuberance of his truly democrat- 
ic soul, which spurns class distinction, 
spoke of the “common people of the 
country,” a few of the organs which 


“are opposed to him seized upon the ex- 


pression, and now seek to give it a col- 
loquial interpretation. 

How far fetched all this is, is at once 
apparent to the man conversant with 
the trend of English and American his- 
tory. The freedom which we now en- 
joy does not come primarily from the 
constitution. of the United States, but 
is the culmination of a great struggle 
which, beginning in the eaTtly days of 
England, has gathered force until it has 
resulted in the glorious system of in- 
dividual freedom so peculiar to English 
jurisprudence, and to those systems 
which owe their descent therefrom. The 
great struggle between peasant and pa- 
trician, between commoner and noble, 
between the people and the arrogant class 
is one which tells the history of the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples. For generations 
it has been the boast and ambition of 
English statesmen to be known as com- 
moners, rather than as creatures of ti- 
tle given by royalty. That dying states- 
man who now lies in his last illness in 
Hawarden has carried through life as 
his proudest distinction the name of 
being the “great commoner.” True 
royalty, true nobility, true greatness 
rests with the people, and not with the 
arrogant classes which would assume 
a guperiority over the masses of the 
nation. Though Mr. Gladstone might 
have been a peer thirty years ago, he 
refused it in order that he might retain 
his place as one of the common people 
—-that is, the whole people, before whom 
the classes are but insignificant bau- 
bles. The proud title of “commoner” 
marks its wearer as a soldier in the 
cause of human rights and human free- 
dom. It marks the brotherhood of man. 
It describés the very heart currents of 
a nation. In England a live man, a 
man of character and a man of will, 
seeks membership in the house of com- 
mons as a representative of the com- 
mon people. Through that branch of 
the British parliament the common peo- 
ple of Great Britain have marked their 
triumph and their mastery over tiuseled 
distinctions which impudently sought to 
mark their wearers as exclusive. 

Coming to the United States. the rev- 
olution was a great uprising of “the 
common people,” as against the classes 
which would have transferred their ab- 
surd claims from Europe to America. 
‘There were those who, in the early days 
of the republic, would have retained 
some of the obMoxious distinctions in- 
herited from England, but the common 
people were aroused and relegated such 
men to ignominy. The great ambition 
of our statesmen, ag of those of Great 
Britain, was to be representatives of the 
popular will, to stand at the head of the 
common people. In Georgia, when our 
people sought to confer a title of dig- 
nity and endearment upon Alexander II. 
Stephens, they called him “the great 
commoner.” 

The idea, therefore, that there is any- 
thing in the title of commoner which 
does not suggest patriotism and pride, 
is absurd. We have, in this country, 
no distinctive class. Titles and birth- 
rights are an abomination. This is a 
nation of common people. which has 
brought to a culmination that triumph 
which is yet but partially enjoyed in 
Great Britain. ‘To be common in the 
political sense is to be democratic—to be 
broad and liberal. It ig to be free as 
air and as pure as snow. Within the 
folds of the commonalty there is play 
for the greatest and the noblest as well 
as for the humblest—all seeking to build 
up a common country, devoted to the 
common good, and with a common des- 
tiny ahead, which will be a fitting work 
for the common people, of whom Colonel 
Candler is one.

The war must be swift and decisive. 

There is no horror in war like that of a 
protracted, irresolute campaign. For the 
sake of peice we must be unsparing in 
our first duty. The relief of Cuba should 
be our first duty. Porto Rico would be a 
West indian point of vantake. Sooner or 
later, to the end that no enemy may have 
a base of supplies contiguous to our shores, 
islands on the Atlantic and Mexican seas 
must be under the protectorate of the 
United States. The Philfppines would give 
us a potent voice in that mighty drama of 
the east now pressing to a consummation. 
Heavy blows could ‘be struck in the Medi- 
terranean. With the exception of Cadiz. 
all Spanish towns are vulnerable, while 
aBreelona is especially at our mercy. This 
can be left to the skill of our accomplished 
officers, with the injunction that war is 
humane when fought to a swift, relentless 
conclusion. - 

There can be no peace without the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. 3 

It ig best that all men should be free. 
Even so hath the Lord appointed. A free 
Cuba under our moral protectorate would 
be another Holland or Belgium. Freed 
from the deadening influences of Spanish 
rule, freedom would mean new life in Cwhba.

The commissioners are directed to either 
sell the property at public or private sale, 
and if it can be turned over to the ladies 
in the latter way it will be done. 

Nothing definite has been agreed to. 
Commissioner Calhoun said that the com- 
mission would report its action-to the court 
and receive further instructions. In the 
meantime the ladies will arrange to make 
a greater effort for the home than the last 
one, and use every means to secure con- 
trol of it for confederate soldiers. 

Yesterday they were so badly discouraged 
and deeply chagrined at the result of the 
sale that no expression of opinion could be 
obtained from them. Another effort will 
be made.to secure the property, and it is 
expected by every one that they will in the 
end be successful. 

What Mr. Willingham Says. 

Mr. E. G. Willingham, who bid the $10,000, 
said yesterday that the property was worth. 
$45,000, and from a business standpoint he 
thought it was a mighty good bargain for 
$10,000. 

“T knew,” he said, ‘‘that the ladies were 
going to bid on it, and attempt to get it 
for a home for soldiers, but I made my bid 
because it was a good investment. I had 
no sentiment in the matter. I don’t see 
how the court could have confirmed a sale 
of $5,000 if it could not sanction my bid of 
$10,000. I don’t think it was a proper thing 
to declare the sale off. . 

‘I do not believe the ladies can buy the 
home at a private sale for less than my 
bid. The commissioners are compelled to 
take that or something better.”’ 

Mr. Willingham would not state why he 
wanted to buy the home, but said that it 
was his private business. It was thought 
that the worthy object for which the iadies 
bid for the home would head off all bids, 
and when the offer of an outsider was made 
it was a thorough surprise.

WILL BE NO ENCAMPMENT 


The Georgia Approprlation Will Be Used 
for Equipments, 


$12000 WILL BE THUS EXPENDED 


Governor Atkinson Will Meet With a 
Committee and Purchase All the 
Necessary Supplies—Gov- 
ernor Meets with the 
Board Today. 


Georgia’s volunteer troops will be put on 
4& war footing immediately. The state mill- 
tary advisory board met yesterday and 
decided to spend $42,000 for equipments 
necessary to put the militia into service in 
the field. 

Guns and supplies will be purchased at 
once, and the Georgia soldiers will be pre- 
pared for active fighting. There will be no 
encampment if there is any war, for all 
of the military appropriation will be spent 
on equipments. 

The action of the advisory board was by 
far the most important local action that 
has yet been taken. The board met in 
annual session, but instead of naming the 
date for the annual encampment as is 
usually done, the board discussed war and 
decided to prepare for hostilities. 

Governor Atkinson will this morning meet 
with a committee of three of the board and 
decide upon the necessary equipments to 
purchase for the state’s army. The com- 
mittee is composed of Captain Jordan F. 
Brooks, Maior Kendrick and Captain Wil- 
liam A. Patton. This committee will re- 
main here for a day or two and make the 
arrangements for supplying the troops. 
After all the necessary purchases have been 
made, if there is a sufficient sum left, there 
ray be a smal] encampment held, but this 
is hardly likely, as the full amount avail- 
able is barely sufficient to put the state 
troops into the field ready to fight. The 
State legislature at the last session appro- 
priated $25,000 for the militia, to be used for 
the encampment and other exnenses of the 
organization. Besides this sum there is 
something over $5,000 of the military ap- 
propriation for last year which was un- 
expended. This sum is further suppie- 
mented by $12,000 which the government is 
due the state as its annual allowance for 
the state military. All of this will be 
necessary to buy blankets, overcoats and 
cooking utensils for the soldiers. There 
will be little, if any, left for an encamp- 
ment, 

There are a¢ present about 4,500 troops in 
the state military organizations. These 
troops will be equipped with the money 
already on hand, and if the war should 
come with such serious force as to demand 
other troops, the legislature will be called 
in special session to appropriate other 
money. 

The advisory board yesterday declined to 
admit twelve companies imto the militia, be- 
cause the state has not enough money to 
properly equip them. The. applications of 
these companies were simply held up until 
the state can find itself in a position to 
furnish the new men with arms and equip- 
ments. The members of the advisory 
board feel certain that the state militia 
could be increased to 12,000 with little trou- 
ble and in a short time. ‘ 

The advisory board was in session all 
day yesterday and finished its report last 
night. This report was given to Adjutant 
General Oscar Brown, who transmitted it 
to Governor Atkinson. When Governor At- 
kinson was asked about the proceedings of 
the board he would Say nothing further 
than that he had received the report. ‘The 
secretary of the board offered to furnish 
him with a report, so that he might have 
the information to give the press, if advis- 
able, but the governor said he would not 
open the report or give out anything this 
morning. Nevertheless, the report is print- 
ed below in full, giving the entire proceed- 
ings of the board, with the exception of 
some discussion. The report follows: 


STATE CAPITOL. 

Atlanta, Ga., April 5, 1898.—To His Excel- 
lency, Governor William Y. Atkinson, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy of Georgia, Atlanta. Sir: in obedi- 
ence to speciai orders No. 2 under date, 
Atlanta, Ga., March 23, 1898,-the advisory 
board convened in the adjutant generais 
office on the morning of April 5th. 

The board was called to order by Colonel 

. W. Gordon, senior officer present. 

The following members of the board were 
present: Colonel Andrew J. West, quarter- 
master general; Colonel William W. Gor- 
don, First regiment of infantry; Lieutenant 
Colonel Edward D, Huguenin, Second regi-

Almand. Third regiment of infantry; Major 
William J. Ke ick, Fifth regiment of 
infantry; Captain Jordan F. Brooks, First 
regiment of infantry; Captain William A. 
Patton, Third regiment of infantry; Cap- 
tain Charles P. Hansell, Fourth regiment 
of infantry; Captain Porter Fleming. Sixth 
regiment of infantry. Colonel John S. Can- 
dier, Fifth regiment, and Captain Oscar J. 
Brown, acting adjutant general, were in- 
vited to be present. Colonel H. C. Fisher 
was appointed to wait on the governor and 
report that the board was in session await- 
ing his instructions. Colonel Fisher re- 
ported that the governor had no instruc- 
tions to give additional to those contained 
in the letter of Captain Oscar J, Brown, 
acting adjutant general, under date, At- 
lanta, Ga., April 5, 1898, which was then 
submitted to the board.

SUBJECT OF PURCHASED OF OVER-

waiting for meeting of committee to be 
opened. 

It is recommended that the bids be open- 
ed and all information in hands of com- 
mittee be turned over to the new board 
created under first recommendations of 
these proceedings, and that the amount set 
aside for overcoats revert to the general 
fund to be at disposal of committee. 
ADMISSION OF NEW ORGANIZATIONS. 

That a company of infantry at Hawkins- 
ville, a company of infantry at Cedartown 
be admitted as goon as the adjutant gen- 
eral can equip them in accordance with the 
laws of the state. 

That applications for admission from De- 
catur, Blakely, Senoia. Dublin, McRae be 
passed, on account of the state not being 
in position to equip them at present. 

That in case war takes place and it be- 
comes necessary or advisable for the gov- 
érnor to authorize the raising of additional 
organizations of Georgia volunteers, this 
board recommends the governor to give 
preference in the appointment of officers 
of the new organizations to the officers 
and enlisted men of the existing organiza- 
tions whose records have entitled them to 
consideration, 

DISBANDMENT OF ORGANIZATIONS. 

That an inspection of the Bibb County 
Blues (colored), Macon, be ordered at the 
earliest possible date, and if said company 
does not come up to requirements that it 
be disbanded. 

That the Pooler Light Infantry, Company 
’, First regiment infantry, be disbanded. 

That in case of Troop A, First battalion 
cavalry, for not attending Camp Meldrim 
July, 1897, the correspondence and excuses 
of the members of the troop having been 
submitted to the board, it is recommended 
that no further action be taken. 

SUCH OTHER QUESTIONS RELATING 
TO MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT, ETC. 

Following board appointed under first 
recommendation in these proceedings: Ma- 
jor William J. Kendrick, Fifth regiment 
infantry; Captain Jordan F. Brooks, First 
regiment infantry; Captain William A.

sued to the new companies awaiting equip- 
ment, it being the intent of this resoluttfon 
to recognize merit in the older companies 
and thus to stimulate a proper care for 
the arms and equipments held by them.”

“The military advisory board hereby ten- 
ders its regrets that Adjutant General Jolin 
McIntosh Kell is unable to sit in its meet- 
ings today. Therefore, be it resolved, That 
we extend our sympathy to General Kell 
with the assurance that his presence and 
valuable assistance is missed, and that we 
hope he may soon be restored to good 
health and resume his accustomed place 
with us enjoying the high esteem in which 
he is held by each and every member of 
the board.”

How 
many of these guns there will he, or their 
power and size, cannot be given to the 
public.

SPANIARDS RUSH 
MULES 10 CUBA 


the Animals. 
GO BY WAY OF NEW ORLEANS 


Four Carloads of Mules Left Atlanta 
for New Orleans Last Night. 


THEY WILL BE SHIPPED TO CUBA AT ONCE 


Spain Will Use Them in the Cavalry 
Service and for Hauling Wagon 
Trains Across the Island. 


\ 


HE lot of 1,000 mules recently pur- 


chased in this country by Spain to be 
“sed in Cudan warfare, four carloads 


of Which left this city for New Orleans 
last night for immediate shipment, May be 
intercepted by the United States govern- 
ment before they leave port. 

It is the intention of Spain to use the 
mules in the cavalery branch of her service 
and for hauling wagon trains over the 
island, as the mule is much better adapted 
for this work, and especially in Cuba, than 
the horse. He is more sure-footed and has 
greater powers of endurance. 

The four carloads purchased in this city 
consist of 1044 animals of the very finest 


stock, purchased about two weeks ag». 


Senor Genora De La Viga, a representative 
of the Spanish government in this country, 
himself a full-blooded Spaniard, and W. B. 
Leonard, of New Orleans, who acted as in- 
terpreter and advisor, made the purchase, 
giving a check on a New Orleans bank for 
the money, a little more than $7,090. 

The two men evidtntly desired to pur- 
chase the best mules possible and rejected 
many shown them. They left immediately 
after making the purchase, giving instruc- 
tions to the railroad officialg here to send 
the mules in time to reach New Orleans 
April 10th, on which date it was the inten- 
tion to ship them to Cuba. 

The two representatives of the Spanish 
government purchased in other southern 
states before coming to Atlanta about five 
hundred mules. These were sent at once to 
New Orleans and have since been kept 
there. After leaving here they went west 
and bought 400 mules, the best they could 
obtain in that section of the country. 

These are also in New Orleans. .It was 
originally the intention of the Spanish rep- 
resentatives to ship 600 mules on April 10th 
and the remaining 400 on April 20th, but 
the great probability of a conflict between 
this country and Spain caused them to re- 
consider their first plan and the animals 
will be shipped as soon as possible, proba- 
bly within the next: two days. 

Those who were holding the mules in this 
city were telegraphed yesterday to send 
them as soon as possible, as the represen- 
tatives desire to keep them in New Or- 
leans, but ft is generally believed that it is 
the intention to ship them at once to Cuba, 
in order to prevent them from being inter- 
cepted by this government. 

If a state of war is declared to exist by 
congress or by President McKinley, the 
shipping of the mules will be stopped and 
they will be confiscated by the United 
States. This is what the Spanish repre- 
sentatives wish to avoid. The 164 mules left 
the city last night on the freig#t train of 
the Atlanta and West Point road, which 
leaves the city at 8:15 o'clock, and they 
will be rushed through to New Orleans as 
quickly as possible. 3

A MAJORITY FAVORS A LATE DATE 


Strong Effort Will Be Made, Though, 
in Favor of June 6th—Chair- 
man King’s Call. 


N PURSUANCE to the action of city 
| council Monday afternoon in adopting a 

resolution requesting the city democrat- 
ic executive committee to fix the primary 
for June 6th, on account of the water bond 
election, Chairman Porter King, issued a4 
call yesterday. 

But it is more than likely that the time 
of the primary will be placed on some day 
in October, since a majority of the commit- 
tee favors a late day. The call follows: 

“The mayor and general council of the 
city of Atlanta having requested that the 
city executive committee call the primary 
for the nomination of city officers on June 
6th, in connection with the gubernatorial 
primary, as shown by a resolution adopted 
the 4th instant, in order that the question 
of issuing $200,000 of water main bonds 
might be determined as speedily as possi- 
ble, and that every effort should be made 
to influence the casting of a full vote, a 
copy of which has been furnished the 
chairman of city executive committee: in 
accordance with such request a meeting 
of the city executive committee is hereby 
called to be had on Thursday evening, the 
7th instant, at 8 o’clock at the city council 
chamber to consider the request contained 
in said resolution and take such action as 
may be deemed proper. Also to consider 
and act upon such other matters as may be 
brought before the meeting.

It is certain an effort will be made to 
have the committee select June 6th. the 
date for the state’ primary, for the city 
primary. 

However, at least seventecn of the com- 
mittee members have already signed an 
agreement to vote for the primary in Oc- 
tober. It was reported yesterday several 
of these s‘gners had been influenced to 
the June side and that they will work for 
a June primary. Chairman King. when 
seen last night, was reticent about the mat- 
ter, dechining to express any opinion as to 
when the primary should be held, or to 
betray any knowledge of any movement on 
foot to hold the primary in October. 

Much interest is centered in the action of 
the committee, for if June 6th ts decided 
on it is probable there will be other munic- 
ipal candidates in the field in the next : 
few days. Strong effort is still being made 
to bring out another candidate for mayor, 
but as yet all efforts have failed. 

If the primary is postponed until October, 
interest for the present in city politics will 
be at a low ebb. It may be safely said the 
friends of water bonds will be on the elert 
for motions to adjourn Thursday night. 
The meeting promises to be highly inter- 
esting.

NUCLEUS FOR NEW CITY HALL 


Prominent Citizens Believe Fund Should 
Be Started for This Purpose, 


MAYOR COLLIER SAYS SAVE MONEY 


Believes the Bridge Should Be Paid 
for and the Balance Placed in 
the Emergency Fund—What 
Prominent Citizens 
Have To Say. 


The introduction of numerous resolutions 
in council] Monday asking for parts of the 
courthouse. purchase fund has resulted in 
the inauguration of a movement yesterday 
to keep the fund intact, either as the first 
deposit in @ sinking fund for the purchase 
of a lot and the erection of a magnificent 
new city hall, or to keep the $60,000 more as 


an emergency fund for possible yellow fe- 
| 


ver epidemics, smallpox, war, etc. 

There is a strong sentiment against dis- 
tributing the money among the various de- 
partment, whereit would be spentin§ the 
course of sixty or ninety days. Now that 
the purchase of the courthouse has been 
knocked out by the supreme court, there 
are a great many who believe the city 
should start at once with the $60,000, or a 
good part thereof, as a nucleus for the 
erection of a magnificent new city hall 
that will be a striking monument to At- 
lanta's wonderful growth. 

Mayor Collier is outspoken against the dis- 


sipation of the fund, despite the expressed 


desire to council members as exhibited un- 
mistakably Monday afternoon. He believes 
$15,000 of the amount should be set aside 
for the viaduct, 
cannot be made fn the erection of the struc- 
ture unless the money is forthcoming. The 
remaining $45,000 he would put aside in 
case of an emergency fund, which he says 
might be of great value in future for the 
people and for the municipal government, 
A large number of citizens agree with 
Mayor Collier as to the non-division of the 
sum, but many believe the fund should be 
a nucleus for a fund to purchase a new 
city hall, and should not be used for any 
other purpose. 

“Tam strongly against the ietination of 
the courthouse money,’’ said Mayor Collier 
yesterday afternoon. “I think it exceeding- 
ly poor policy to spend the money just be- 
cause council has its hands on it. This city 
has never been in greater need of an emer- 
gency fund, There is no forecasting what 
may occur this year; and, aside from this 
fund, we have not one dollar to meet such 
an expense, Owing to the mild winter yel- 
low fever germs have not been wiped out 
as thoroughly as expected, and there is no 
telling what might happen as a result. The 
war, if declared, might cost the city a good 
sum, and Wwe may have another severe epi- 
demic of smallpox, to say nothing of the 
reunion next July, which is bound to cost 
the city a good sum. It would be foolish 
to spend this money in thirty or sixty 
days. It is necessary to take $15,000 for the 
viaduct in order to build it, but I say keep 
the remaining $45,000 intact by all means.”

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MOON BRINGS BAD WEATHER. 


Moon Here with Some Cold 
Breezes and Frosty Tem- 
perature. 

The full moon which comes today is ac- 
companied by weather that almost 
freezing. The old-timer is sustained in his 
belief that the full moon in April always 
brings a severe change of the weather. 

The temperature dropped steadily yester- 
day morning and by night the weather was 
cold it is in ‘the dead of winter.

The barometer is relatively low 6n 
the southeast coast and is high in all 
other sections, with the highest in South 
Dakota, whete the pressure is 30.50 inches. 

The high pressure area developed to the 
eastward during the past twenty-four 
hours, causing a decided fail in tempera- 
ture in the Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
also in the east gulf states, and northeast- 
ward from Alabama and northern Georgia 
to New York. 

The temperature is quite low over the 
entire country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains except on the southeast coast, being 
as low as freezing as far south as Knox- 
ville. There is considerable cloudiness on 
the southeast coast and along the Missis- 
sippi river northward to St. Louis. There 
is some cloudinese in the lower Missouri 
valley and along the Atiantic coast south- 
ward from New York, but elsewhere the 
weather has generally cleared off. 

Precipitation occurred along the lakes 
and along the coast from New York south- 
ward to Jacksonville.

‘AN OLD MURDER 


HAS HAUNTED HIM 


Henry E. Stephens Tells a Strange Story 
te the Chief of Police, 


SAYS HE KILLED A MAN 


Is Afraid His Mind Is Giving Way 
and He May Do Harm. 


§ LOCKED UP TO AWAIT INVESTIGATION 


The Stranger Claims To Have Shot a 
Man in New Jersey Eighteen 
Years Ago. 


~— — 


STRANGER called to see the chief of 
Ax yesterday morning and stated 
hat he was a fugitive from justice 

and was wanted for murder in New Jersey. 
name as Henry KE. 


The man gave his 
Stephens. He had every appearance of be- 


ing demented, and Chief Manly wags inclin- 
ed to look upon the man’s story as the 


result of a disordered mind. 

Stephens told the following story of a 
very blood curdling murder which he claims 
to have committed: 

“About- eighteen years ago I lived with 
my wife and five children at Queraville, N. 
J. A young man named P. Quirk got out 
of work and asked me to help him. I in- 
vited him to live with my family. Then 
there came stories connecting the name of 
my wife and that of Quirk. At first I paid 
no attention to the rumors, but was final- 
ly convinced that my wife was unfaithful. 

“One night I borrowed a shotgun from 
a neighbor, telling him I wished to shoot 
a chicken thief. I had the gun loaded with 
buckshot and I slipped to the side of my 
dwelling. It was very late and I threw a 
rock against the house. This aroused 
Quirk and he came te the rear door and 
asked what was the matter. I replied that 
I wanted te settle with him. He must have 
thought I was joking, for he came out and 
was walking toward me, when I raised the 
gun and let him have the contents of both 
barrels. I saw him fall without even a 
groan, and I knew I had killed him. I 
threw down the gun and fled to New Or- 
leans.”’ 

Stephens paused in his narrative and then 
exclaimed suddenly: 

“It never rains but it pours. I had been 
corresponding with my eldest daughter, 
Addie, all the while. She wrote me one 
day that she was in Nashville and must 
see me right away. I hastened to Nash- 
ville and found she had left her husband 
and run away with another man. I asked 
what she meant by such conduct, and she 
told me some heartrending story about 
loving the other fellow. She asked me to 
take her back home, and I did so. I went 
te the marshal of the town and gave my- 
self up.” 

Up to this time Stephens’s story had been 
apparently ‘‘straight goods,”’ as the police 
express it, but then he went off at a tan- 
gent when he said: 

“They tried me for killing Quirk and sen- 
tenced me tq imprisonment for ten 
months.’’ 

“You mean to say,” questioned the chief 
of police, “‘that you were given only ten 
months for such a crime?” 

“‘“Ah,”’ he replied, ‘‘you see they had 10 
take into consideration the fact of the deep 
wrong I had received from the man I had 
taken into the bosom of my family. Our 
laws up there, anyway, are not like your 
laws in Georgia governing crimes.” 

The man did not apnear to be trying to 
deceive the chief. He believed himself 
every word he spoke. It was only a ques- 
tion whether or not he was a lunatic and 
had imagined all he had told. 

Chief Manly beileves the stranger pine ES 
but said that perhaps his mind had be- 
come deranged on account of the murder. 

Stephens is about sixty-five years of age. 
He claims to have fought in the union 
army during the late war. He is a man 
of respectable appearance and dresses well. 

When asked why he told the chief off po- 
lice the story of the crime, he said: 

“For eighteen years the awful murder 
has haunted me awake and sleeping. The 
law may be satisfied, but I am not. I feel 
that my mind is giving away under the 
Strain and I am simply afraid of myself. 
I wish to be kept where I can do no more 
harm in this wor'ld.”’ 

Stephens was locked up jin a cell and the 
chief of police wrote a letter to Queraville, 
N. di @ making inquiries about the man.

WARRANT FOR HIM IS ISSUED 


He Is Thought To Be in Communica- 
tion with His Family ani Officers 
Will Search for Him. 


A bench warrant for James T. Green and 
the bondsmen for the missing publisher fail- 
ed to produce him in the United States 
court yesterday morning, and by order of 
Judge Newman the $1,800 bond signed by 
the Nationa] Surety Company of New York 
was forfeited. 

Green published the most obscene books, 
it is charged, that have ever circulated in 
the United States, and there are two indict- 
ments against him for the offense. His case 
was called in the federal court yesterday 
morning, and though every witness in the 
case was present, it was not expected that 
Green would show up. for The. Constitution 
had already printed the story of his shrewd 
trick to give the officers the slip. When 
Green was first arrested the crime charged 
to him did not seem to be large, and 
Green even went so far as to prosecute the 
government for taking his obscene books. 
But as time passed Green saw that he was 
in a serious difficulty and he promptly left. 
He announced that he was going away on 
a business trip and the men who had been 
looking after him qid not suspect his real 
intentions. 

When the United States grand jury found 
two indictments against Green, it was de- 
termined to raise his bond to at least double 
the amount at first assessed, and probably 
to $.000. But when Green was sought he 
could not be found,-@ a bench warrant 
was issued. Green is hidden somewhere 
and it is evident that he is In commun'ca- 
tion with his family here. for his mail is 
received and taken from the office reguiar- 
ly. For some time past it is said that col- 
lectors have been collecting money from 
Green’s debtors for Green's family, so they 
said. 

It is probable. that Green protected his 
surety cotinpany before skipping by paying 
the company the $1,59. The officials think 
this was done, for they say the forfeiture 
of the bond will cost Green-much less than 
a trial. 

When the case was called yestesday 
morning Colonel W. C. Glenn, Green's at- 
torney, stateq to the court that he did not 
know where Green was, and the court 
knew as much about the defendant’s rea- 
sons for not appearing as he did himself. 
Colonel Glenn stated afterwards that he 
thought Green to be playing for delay, and 
he expressed the firm belief that the pub- 
lisher will show yp at the October term. 

Judge Newman issued an order yesterday 
morning requiring the National Surety 
Company to show cause by next October 
why the company should not pay the for- 
feited bond of $1,500. 

The government still holds about $7,000 of 
Green’s obscene books and pictures. These 
will probably be destroyed.

Mr. J. M. Hunnicutt, at that time a 
member of the city.qouncil of West End, 
stated yesterday that this agreement was 
on record and would be brought to the 
attention of the committee, if such became 
necessary.

Will Get Better Service. 

Mr. E C. Peters, member of the com- 
mittee from city couneil on electric and 
other railways, says that he believes the 
citizens of West End and the patrons of 
the car line will get a better schedule in 
the future than they have been able to 
secure in the past.

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TALK AT FIRST METHODIST 
Mr. Crittenton Delivered an Ad@ress

FIRE IN WRIGHTSVILLE.

B.- Tanner, which was greatly damaged by 
the fire. Joseph Ogoob and H. Fattoogh, 
two prosperous Syrians, were burned out 
and quite a nice stock of goods consumed. 
The large store of J.vE. Linden caught 
twice, but by the dfligence of the bucket 
brigade it was saved, The storehouse of A. 
S. Davis was also in imminent danger, but 
by hard work it was saved. The loss of all 
parties will reach about $10,000 or $12,000. 
R, T. & W. H. Lovett and Mrs. Molile E. 
Butterly were the only ones insured, and 
their loss will not be of great consequence.

Captain. Wright was not thoroughly satis- 
fied with everything, and it was January 
before the company began writing policies 
in this state in earnest. All the papers filed 
with the comptroller general were strong 
and sweeping as to the assets of the com- 
pany. The president and secretary made 
an affidavit in New York that the capital 
stock was all paid in, and that no money 
or securities had been loaned for the pur- 
pose of making a showing. It was sworn 
that there was no agreement that any of 
the money should be returned or be loaned 
to any stockholder. a 

Now it turns out that the cash credit of 
$230,000 given by the North American Trust 
Company to the Lincoln at the time of its 
incorporation, seems to have been jin the 
nature of a loan made to certain of the 
company's stockholders, who at the time. 
were underwriters in the Mutual Fire 
Lioyds. Chief Examiner Isaac Vanderpool, 
of New York, in his report, says: 

“On October 16, 1897, they deposited with 
the trust company the several mortgages 
shown in the Lincoln's annual statement, 
amounting to $162,050. Further securities 
were also deposited with the trust company 
to the extent of some $68,000. After receiv- 
ing its certification of incorporation. the 
company drew its first check against its bal- 
ance of $230,000 with the North American 
This check is dated Octo- 
ber 26. 1897, and is drawn to the order of 
the North American Trust. Company for 
$200, 374.37."’ 

Some time about the middle of January, 
exposure was threatened by inside parties, 
and certain of the stockholders found it 
necessary to act quickly, and $92,400 was col- 
lected from some of the stockholders: With 
this cash and other funds $112,750 of 
United States bonds were purchased, these 
bonds having previously been reported as 
owned by the company when they were not. 
One item,§$19,950, was charged as organiza- 
t'on expenses, when there were no such ex- 
penses. 

The impairment of the company’s capital 
is placed at $255,000, and the company was 
given until April 30th to make it good, but 
it is believed that application will be made 
for a receiver and that the assets will go 
in part to the iawyers 4nd court costs. 

Among the officers of the Lincoin Fire 
are Charles W. Drake, president; Antonio 
Rasines, secretary and treasurer, and E. E. 
Carley, general manager. Otto E. Von Au 
and Rasines made the necessary affidavits 
last fall. 

Captain Wright telegraphed Insurance 
Commissioner Paine, of New York. on Mon- 
day. asking him if he had revoked the Lin- 
coln’s license, but had received no reply 
up to last night. 

Some of the L’ncoln’s stock has been put 
up in New York and Brooklyn banks as 
security for loans. 

Captain Wright said yesterday that un- 
der the law requiring fire companies to put 
up a deposit when they enter Georgia in the 
regular way, no policy holder was ever lost 
a dollar. 

Just after the brokerage law was passed 
the ‘Monarch Fire Insurance Company of 
Virginia, made application for a license for 
brokers here. In the financial statement 
submitted, were blocks of Western Union 
and New York Central ‘stock. The com- 
pany appeared to hold an abundance of 
gilt-edged securities, and a license was is- 
sued. Before long Captain Wright began 
to investigate the company, and he found 
that it d'd not own any telegraph or New 
York Central stock. He got after the com- 
pany and it promised to send down a block 
of Georgia state bonds. The bonds never 
came and the license was revoKed, and {t ap- 
peared later that the company was a pure 
fake, without any capital to go upon.

Assets of Many Defunct Companies 
Turned Into Cash by Rapid Bid- 
ders Seeking Bargains.

UCH real estate exchanged hands 
before the door of the courthouse 
yesterday. The sales were unusually 


heavy, aggregating in round numbers about 
$175,000. 

Besides the sheriff sales, 
large number of administrator's sales that 
made a lively scene for every door leading 
into the courthouse. Sheriff Nelms sold 
many lots in different parts of the city 
and county for unpaid taxes. His eales 
were in small amounts and aggregated 
about $12,000. 

That part of the estate of the late J. 
P, Crockett lying in Atlanta was sold for 
division among the heirs. The larger part 
of it was bought by Mrs. Crockett and the 
heirs. The building on Peachtree street 
now occupied by the Georgia Paint and 
Glass Company was bought by the heirs 
for a little over $1,000 a front foot. The 
price paid was $21,500. One-seventh interest 
in the Beerman corner at the junction of 
Peachtree and Decatur streets was bought 
for $7,000, placing a value of $49,000 on the 
property. 

A large number of small houses and lots 
near the corner of Fraser and Fair streets 
and in other parts of the city made the 
entire amount sold reach the sum of nearly 
$76,000. 

The assets of L. P. Brown, who is re- 
membered in Atlanta as a ‘‘boomer,’ were 
sold by Mr. A, P. Stewart, the receiver. 
They consisted of a large number of lots 
known as Western Heights. Almost all of 
them were bought by the Georgia Loan and 
Trust Company, of Macon, one of the larg- 
ést creditors. Many small lots of the same 
estate were sold to individuals. The ag- 
gregate amounted to about $40,000. 

A house and lot at the corner of Kenny's 
alley and Pryor street was sold as a part 
of the assets of the late Georgia Loan, Savy- 
ings and Banking Company for $15,000. 
This is a part of the property which was 
held by the bank at the time of its failure 
after the defalcation of Harry Cassin. 

The property of the estate of H. H. Green 
was sold by Jonn M. Green as administra- 
tor. It was bought by the heirs and was 
sold in small lots. The amount paid for the 
whole was about $24,000.
